Storms, Suicide, and an At- 

tempt at Self Murder Cause 
‘Excitement on Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 


ANIMALS ADD TO SCARE. 


Vesse] Is Délayed More than 
Twenty-four Hours by Head 
Winds and Waves on 
Trip.

New York, March 24.—[(Special. )}—Contin- 
uous storms buffeted the liner President Lin- 
coln on ite voyage from Hamburg, kept the 
offiéére on the bridge, and delayed it tor more 
than twenty-four hours, and when the vessel 
reached quarantine today it brought a weird 
story of a suicide, an attempted suicide, and 
other happenings that sometimes beset those 
who g0 Gown to the sea in ships. 

During the twelve days in which the ship 
battled with head winds, rolled over moun- 
tain waves, and plowed through seas, one of 
the passengers, cherishing the delusion that 
Cossacks pursued him, jumped to his death in 
the waves. Another, obsessed by the la 
that his fellow travelers regarded him ae an 
escaping thief, attempted to cut bis throat. 

And While the sea rolled and the excitement 
Wag, at high mark, a large and varied collec- 
tion of animals set up an unearthly discord in 
the lowest hold of the ship, where the stage 
setting made the place resemble the menag- 
erie department of @ circus. 


Unable to Make Cherbourg. 

The ship left Hamburg for its usual twelve 
days’ run, intending to stop at Cherbourg and 
take on passengers and malls. But when that 
port was reachea the tender found ‘that it 
was unable tò come alongside by reason of the 
weather's fury, and the ship proceeded Ahead 
for this side. 

The most severe trial on the voyage came 
when the ship reached longitude 28. when 
the storm assumed the proportions of a hur- 
rieané, Waves swept over the deeks and 
the storm became 60 Violent that it was found 
necessary to pour oll on the troubled waters. 

While the storm was raging passengers in

Investigation Shows City Bond- 
ing System Is a Farce. 


RECOVER $450 IN 40 YEARS. 


638 Bonds Cost Annually from $32,920 
to $65,480 


Chicago's system—or lack of system—in 
bonding its employés-is an expensive farce, 
according to an investigation completed yes- 
terday. Also there is evidence that the city 
may be being victimized by a combination of 


gurety companies. | 

The city paye for 688 bonds, which at the 
rates for 1911 will cost between $32,920. and 
$65,480. The total of the sureties is $13,178,- 
750, but in spite of this apparent guarantee 
against dishonesty and error nearly all of 
the bonds are so defective that the city could 
rot recover on them. Employés who handle 
no funds are bonded; some who ought to be 
bonded are not, and some are heavily bonded 
who need give only small surety. 


Inquiry Ordered by Hewitt. 

This is the substance of a report made by 
the efficiency division upon an investigation 
resulting from the recommendation of Dep- 
uty Commissioner Hewitt that some effort be 
made to bring order out of the chaotic condl- 
tién of the city’s bonding system. The re- 
port urged that a bonding bureau be created 
in the department of finance. 

The investigators came upon evidence in 
support of the suspicion of an t 
among the surety companies which led con- 
gress to threaten an inquiry under the Sher. 
mon anti-trust law last year.

Solon's history as a olty hall employé was 
a spectacular one, and the tenacity he ehowea 
in holding his place at the public pie counter 


perhaps exceeded all other records. Three 


times he was ordered discharged by the civil 
service commission for what seemed to it 
good and sufficient reasons, and twice he re- 
fused to stay discharged. 

The last time he gave it up asa bad joband 


quit, Ix his honest opinion could be had, how- 


ever, there is no doubt that he would de- 
clare that all the outrages in history are 


small compared with his final separation 


from the city pay rolls.

On one of Solon’s trials before the civil 
service commission Carter H. Harrison ap- 
peared as a Witness in his behalf. He testified 
that he had always regarded Solon us à valu- 
able public servant a faithful city em- 
ployé. But in spite of this, the commission 
ordered him discharged from the pay rolls. 
Solon's idea of his duty was to advanos the 
political fortunes of Mayor Harrison and 
along with them his own personal ones. 
Keeping streets or garbage cans clean was 
an entirely separate matter which could be 
attended to or neglected, according as it 
helped or interfered with the main issue. 
Under the ense, however, that city 
work had to be done, Solon had the hiring 
of many teams, and in this hiring came his 
political opportunity. The teamowner who 
could bring votes to the polls was always sure 
of having his teams employed, no matter 
what the physical condition of horses or 
vehicles, and Solon was none too éxacting a 


paymaster in seeing that the city got the full 
amount of work it paid for. The owner who 
was useless in politics or refused to obey or- 
ders had emall chance of work even if he was 
willing to do what he was paidfor, It was the 
politica) game as understood and played at 
the city hall during the eight years Carter 
Harrison was mayor. 

But Solon had become arbitrary es he be- 
came powerful and, with the city administra- 
tion at his back, He ran things in the Second 
ward with a high hand. The result was per- 
sonal revolt on the part of former followers, 
and during the latter years of the Harrison 
reign there was always trouble in the ward. 
As 80on as Harrison quit the city hall the 
storm broke and Solon was haled before the 
civil service commission, during the first year 
of the Dunne administration, on a number of 
charges. Spectfically they were: 

** Collecting money from illegal resorts on 
promises of police protection, 

5 Compelling teamowners to pay for having 
their teams put to work, 

“Laying off teams whose owners ‘refused 
to pay political assessments or whose political 
work did not suit him. 

Having a policeman transferred whose 
offense had been arresting a pickpocket.” 

— 

The illegal resort referred to was The 
America ”’’ dance hall, afterwards closed by 
the police under the Dunne administration. 
It was charged that Solon protected this 
place, against which much complaint had 
been made by the decent residents of the 
ward, and an attorney named Herron, the 
head of the ward improvement club, testified 
that Herbert Griswold, the proprietor of the 
dance hall, had told him that he paid Solon 
$76 a month. Griswold being called, how- 
ever, denied this, but said he had bought be- 
tween 200 and 300 ball tickets from Solon. 

Among the team owners placed on the

stand was Mathew Leinen, a Democratic 
precinct captain, who told of the troubles be 
had hed im getting his teams employed as 
soon as be and Solen had fallen out, and 
gave as a reason for their disagreement the 
fact that he had, in a ward club meeting, ob- 


‘fected to making a campaign subscription 


if Solon was to have the handling of the 
money. On .ctoss. examination Leinen, who 
wes a particularly independent Irishman, 
aroused the audience, when, in answer to the 
question as to whether he regarded Solon as 
2 grafter,; he said: 

“Bure . The whole ward 
knows it. Why, Capt, Kidd was not a marker 
to bim.“ 

Testimony regarding money collected from 
city hall employés was introduced as well 
as the story of Policeman Flynn. who had 
been trazeferred to anather station and 
whose offénse was too much activity in ar- 
resting a plékpocket, and the civil service 
commission promptly found Solon guilty and 
oréered him removed from office. This was 
June 21, 100.

But Solon refused to stay removed. He ap- 
pealed to the Circult court and got a writ 
of mandamus under which he sought rein- 
statement. Here for a long time he was 
unsuccessful. The civil service commission 
refused to certify, any pay rolis on which 
hig name 

Finally he.got back, and then he again. 
founda himeelt on trial before the civil service 
commission. ‘ Among the charges against 
him was one that for two years a man had 
been’ carried on the city pay rolls as an em- 
ployé of his department who lived in his. 
houge and whose only work was that of a 
servant there. Again, on April . 1007, he 
was found. _gullty and again the civil service 
commission ordered his discharge from the 
city s employ. . - 


Again he refused to recognise the power 


of the commission to discharge him and 
claimed that he still wae superintendent of 
street cleaning. But the present city ad- 
ministration came into power about that 
time and that ended Solon’s efforts to claim 
anything more than the title to the place. 
He was not allowed to do any work for some. 
time, and when he was reinstated was 
watched, with the result that Frank Fowler, 
then superintendent of streeta, had him up 
before the civil service commigsion for the 
third and last time. On this trial the charges 
went to his competency, and it was shown 
that: 

“ Btreet cleaning wagons did not carry full 
loads; that generally they were not loaded 
to one-half of their capacity; — 

That the teams were not compelled to put 
in. full time. That one-quarter dumped ba- 
fore 1 p. m. and the other three-quarters de- 
tween 1 and 8 p. m. 

That the teams were s0 routed thet much 
time was wasted in getting them to the 
dumps.” 

_ 

Finally, on May 5, 1910, Wess found 
guilty by the civil service commission, and 
for 4 third time ordered discharged from 
the city’s employ. This ended it, and Solon 
quit. 

His hope. now is that by the re#lection of 
Harrison as mayor he may once more be 
restored to the city pay rolls.

He seems to 
have reasoned that fin¢s, however heavy, 
would not deter men from engaging in an 
illicit industry where a profit ef 100 or 200 
per cent could be made. 

Fines to be efficaciot's should be heavy | 
enough to make the oifender smart, and 
serve as a warning to oſhers not to commit 
like offenses. In imposing them judges are 
given discretion and shotild exercise it. But 
it is impossible to avoiil drawing ghe con- 
repoft that 
the judges of the Municipal fourt have not 
used the fines weapon s vigorously and to 
so geod purpose as they should. He says 
that the average fine in that court last year 
was $5.59, and that for gambiliug was $4.20. |.

It would lave been higher if 
reckless chauffeurs and jaxicab drivers had

Im the days when Maurice Rouvier was 
minister of the colonies, in 1885, and premier 
in 1887, foreign rulers and princes were offi- 
clally entertained by his first wife, Claude 
Vignon, a woman whoge career had been of 
the most extraordinary description. Daugh- 
ter of the sculptor Cadiot, she contracted a 
more or less legal marriage with the famous 
pulpit orator, the Abbe Constant, who aban- 
a the Roman Catholic church for her 
sake 

Then she became the friend of the sculptor 
Pradier and wasepoken of in connection with 
the first Duc de ne whom she portrayed 
in marble. 

In the secret 8 Nepole gn III., found 
in the Tuileries after the overthrow o. the 
empire, m September, 1870, her name figuted 
among other ladies, beneficiaries of his privy 
purse, as pensioned off favorites. 

It was as @ newspaper corresponden?. writ- 
ing parliamentary lettere for the Independ- 
ence Belge, that she met Rouvier, soon after 
the war; and when the ex-Abbé Constant 
died, in 1875, she became Rouvier’s wife. She 
was @ brilliant woman; in nowise embar- 
rassed by the remembrance of her stormy 
career, and at state banquets often found 
herself seated side by side with Cardinal 
Count Czaki, then papal nuncio in Paris and 
dean of the diplomatic corps.

SAYS PUBLIC LIBRARY AIR 18 FOUL 

Chicago, March 17.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—A recent correspondent has 
been thoughtful enough to call attention 
in your column to the sanitary conditions 
in the Ohicago Pubjic library. The most 
surprising thing is that the conditions should 
receive a defense from any one. Having a 
high regard for the library management. 1 
had tried to think of some excuse, but never 
expected any one to offer a denial of the foul 
atmosphere in the reading rooms. So many 
cubic feet of air per minute may mean good 
ventilation to some experts (7). I am an 
engineer myself, engaged in a scientilic pro- 
fession, but I say that a statistical reply, 
such as the one given in your columns in 
answer to a complaint of well known condi- 
tions, simiply represents science gone to seed. 
Why! the air in the main reading room of 
the public library will make a strong man 
sick in fifteen minutes and a woman in two. 
At least I have always found it that way 
whenever I am obliged to visit the place, and 
the same testimony is offered by my asso- 
ciates in my office and my wife, 

«Probably the stench is due mostly to ill 
smelling clothing; as stated, but that alone 
is not enough to make people sick or to give 
me a throbbing headache and nausea. if 
the idlers and bums are not excluded the 
idlers and bums will exclude the mass of 
earnest people and I believe that librarians 
as a class are altogether too lenient in these 
matters. Public libraries throughout the 
country seem more often than not to earn a 
reputation of hobos rest.” 

These conditions are fostered by such ex- 
amples as the men’s toilet room in. the north 
end of the building. Such a wlace would not 
be tolerated in a low class saloon. Such con- 
ditidns attract the very citizens who accentu- 
ate filthy conditions. The absence of such 
dirt heaps drives them away.

FIND LAW 18 TOO COSTLY. 
‘Expensive and Unjust” Is Complaint 
to Controller. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., Mareh 24.—[Special.]— 
A stampede of Okjahoma state bankers to 
get out from under the provisions of the Ok- 
lahoma state guaranty law is in evidence. 
The office of Controller of the Currency Mur- 
ray is flooded with applications from those 
who are desirous od converting their institu- 
tions into national hanks. 

The guaranty law went into effect in Okla- 
homa on Oct. 1, 1808. In the year 1908 only 
one state bank was converted to the national 
system. In 1909 tliere were three. In 1910 
there were seven. Thus far in 1911 there 
have been eighteer; conversions, and during 
the last three months applications for conver- 
sion have numbeted between 75 and 100, 
about sixty-five o them coming in within 
the last thirty days. ‘Action on nearly ‘all of 
these is yet to be zaken.

plications are on file. One banker writes that 
his net losses within a term of years aggre- 
gated 5217.

New York Court of Appeals De- 
cides That Measure Is 
Unconstitutional.

Albany, N. T., March 24.— The law passed 
by the legislature last year which provides 
compensation to workmen injured in certain 
specified dangerous employments, regardless 
of the employer's negligence, wae declared 
unconstitutional todey by the Court oi Ap- 
peals.

The court holds that the act deprives the 


| employer of his property without due process 
| of law. 


The law was modeled on the English work- 
men’s compensation act of 1897, which has 


since been extended to cover every kind orf 


occupational injury. 


Negligence of Worker Ignored. 

The main feature of the act was that ft 
required employers of labor in certain dan- 
gerous occupations, such as bridge building, 
operation of elevators, work on scaffolds, 
work on electric wires, working with explo- 
sives, on railroads, tunnels, and work car- 
ried on under compressed. air to compensate 
their employés for any injury occurring dur- 
ing the course{of the work, although such 
injury oecurred solely through the negligence 
of the workman.

MANY WHOLESALE GROCERS 
INTERESTED IN SARDINE NEWS 


Early Pack Not Expected on Maine Coast 
and Weakness in Opening Prices Is 
Not Anticipated. - 


Some interest is being manifested by the 
wholesale grocery trade in the opening prices 
of new pack domestic sardines, but the date 
of the announcement probably will be later 
than usual this season. 

According to an eastern authority, there are no 
indications along the coast of Maine that there 
will be an early pack, and the questions regarding 


inspection and restriction of fishing privileges, as 


well as the high price of oil, have a tendency to 
deter the opening of a number of factories. These 
facts give a little reason to beileve in a weakness 
of the market becaiise of the approach of the new 
season.

lighter than ever before known at the opening of a 
new packing season and there are not enough stocke 

ein any one pecker’s hands to cause a selling pres- 
sure.

There were 100 persons employed im the 
building where the fire started, but all es- 
caped by the fire escapes or stairways. 
Twenty girls, working in the second story, 
were forced to make a hazardous trip to the 
fire escape, creeping along the outside of the 
building, on a brick ledge eighteen inches 
wide, rounding a corner of the building, trav- 
ersing a total distance of thirty feet on this 
precarious path. Two girls lost their bai- 
ance and fell, suffering severe but not serious 
injuries. 


Carries Out Dead Brother. 

One of the pathetic incidents of the fire 
was when Capt. Benjamin Hentz, who Far- 
ried out the body of a dead fireman, was in- 
formed that it was his brother Jacob. 

The property loss is estimated at $100,000, 
covered by insurance. The fire was the latest 


of the series of conflagrations which has. 


struck Milwaukee in the last few days, caus- 
ing a total loss of over $500,000 and the loss of 
many lives. It imperiled property worth 
$1,000,000, but the flames were confined to 
one portion of a big brick block.

As the robber finished 
his work Herman Dudick, the watchman, 
saw him and openef fire with his pistol, 92 
the man got away.
